WARSAW, Aug. 24.—The Polish forces have captured Lomza, 
75 miles northeast of Warsaw, and Bialystok, fifty miles east of 
Lomza, it is reported in today’s official communique issued here. 

With the capture of these two places, all of the various govern- 
ment districts of Poland, excepting Suwalki, are declared to be clear- 


ed of the Bolsheviki. 


In the remaining occupied sectors in the north the Bolsheviki 


are crossing the Prussian frontier in great numbers. In this region the |

and all of the Fifty-Fourth division have been taken prisoners.

Hon. W. F. A. Turgeon, in jthe city hall last. night pointed out 
that the people of Western Canada were not asking for free trade, 
but they were opposed to a high protective tariff and asked that 
agriculture should be free from the burden of paying taxes for the 


protection of other industries. 
The Saskatchewan attorney-general declared that the tariff com- 


mission had been appointed in a spirit of opposition to the tariff re- 
form. It was a commission whose hands were tied. They were be'ng sent | 
out, to quote the words of Mr. Meighen himself, ‘with the object of provid- 

ing for the further expansion of the manufacturing industries. | 

The question of contrfbuting to the coffers, not of the state, but of In- 
dividuals to keep industries going was a question which has become more | 
urgent in the past nine years and |s the issue which must be solved at the | 
next election, he declared. | 

Mr. Turgeon demonstrated that the future welfare of the country lay, | 
not in bolstering up so-called infant industries, but in the development of 
the natural resources of the country and greater production of the asic 
industry, agriculture. A h'gh protective tariff, he pointed out, served to im- 
pedo this progress, The audience was warned that efforts were being made 
to terrify the people into the beliof that all who opposed the maintenance 
of a high protective tariff were Bolshecists and anarchists and quoted re- 
| ferences in Mr. Meighen’s speech to his opponents as “wreckers,” ‘hum-, 
| bugs’ and “destroyers.” 

“Let's not be backed into such a false position by the sophr'stries con- 
tained in that enundiation of principle. Those of.us who seek tariff revision 
are just as good and loyal to British institutions and just as anxious and 
more so,” said Mr. Turgeon, “to see that one outstanding, and perhaps the 
most outstanding of all British institutions—representative government,—

ALBERTA’S CROP 
YIELD LARGEST 
AVERAGE IN WEST 


Figures ‘Are Compiled by A. E.! 


Whitmore, Orop Authority 
in the West 


Regina, Aug. 24,—Saskatchewan'a 
wheat crop this year will total 122,- 
496,400 bushels on the basis of 19 
bushels to the acre from 9,422,800 
acres sown in wheat. Manitoba will 
have 41,026,000 bushels from 2,668 590 
acrpgs or 16 bushels per acre. Alberta 
will have the highest average crop of 
wheat of the three prairie provinces—- 


66,295,200 bushels from 3,516,400 
weres, an ~yerage of 18 bushels per 
acre, 


These estimates were supplied by 
Mr. A. E. Whitanore, who’ for many 
Years has made a close study of crop 
conditions in the prairie provinces 
and whose estimates of former years 
have been remarkably accurate. 

Under Mr. Whitmore's estimate 
Saskatchewan gains three bushels to 
the acre over 1919. Manitoba gains 
one bushel to each acre under cultive- 
tion and Alberta makes the biggest 
Gain of all. Last year the yield tor 
the western provinces of the prairie 
was based on a production of six ®ush- 
els to the acre, This year the estimate, 
nd it conservative, according to 
Mr. Whitmore, it is 18 bushels to the 
acre, a juinp of 12 for each wheat acre 
in the province,

THE COUNCIL OF ACTION 
From Toronto Maitland Empire. 

The creation of a “Council of Ac- 
tion” in old London—a Council that 
undertakes to coerce the Government 
in its Polish policy—smacks of Sovi- 
etism.
